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‘Major repairs’ to be 
carried out at church 


THE parish church in Lyme Regis is to 
lose its distinct pebble-dash after major 
repair works. 

The Reverend Jane Skinner, team vicar for 
the Golden Cap Benefice and the mayor’s chap¬ 
lain, said the church had to “face up to its re¬ 
sponsibilities” regarding the tower at St 
Michael’s Parish Church, where there were 
problems with water ingress. 

She was speaking at last week’s Lyme Regis 
Town Council meeting, where she thanked the 
mayor, Councillor Michaela Ellis, for choosing 
the church as her charity of the year. 

“We are delighted and this is going to be a 
great encouragement to us,” she said about the 
mayor’s selection. 

“I hope it will, especially as the year pro¬ 
gresses, bring the church into people’s view; for 
some I think it’s become a little invisible, al¬ 
ways assuming that the church is going to be 
able to continue for future centuries as it has 
done in the past. 

“It is an increasing struggle for the members 
of the church who have to meet all the financial 
demands. 

“The help does not come from the diocese or 
the national church, it’s down to the local mem¬ 
bership and community to support, particu¬ 
larly at this time where we want to face up to 
responsibilities regarding the church tower, 
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where the architect has been warning us for 
some time that the ingress of water is causing 
considerable concern about the future struc¬ 
ture.” 

The Reverend Skinner said they were plan¬ 
ning to undertake “major work” on the church 
tower (pictured right), which would see it en¬ 
closed in scaffolding and wraps for some time, 
and the pebble-dash would be removed. 

“It’s going to look different after the work... 
It’s a big undertaking and it’s an encourage¬ 
ment to have the support of the mayor,” she 
added. 

The church clock, which has not been work¬ 
ing for several months, is expected to be re¬ 
paired after work on the tower is complete.

Pegasus takes to air as new ambulance 

DORSET and Somerset Air Ambulance has cho¬ 
sen the name ‘Pegasus’ for their new AW169 he¬ 
licopter. 

In August, the charity announced a competi¬ 
tion to find a name for their aircraft and entries 
immediately began flooding in. By the time the 
closing date arrived, nearly 1,000 entries had 
been received. 

A panel of judges which included the charity’s 
patrons; Annie Maw (Lord Lieutenant of Som¬ 
erset and former patient), Angus Campbell 
(Lord Lieutenant of Dorset), Bill Sivewright 
(DSAA Chief Executive Officer), Anna Philipps 
(DSAA Trustee), Paul Jelley and Jennifer Mol- 
loy (former patients), Paul Owen (DSAA Oper¬ 
ational Lead) and Phil Merritt (Pilot) met on 
24th October and spent a number of hours going 
through the nominations. 

Three entries were shortlisted after receiving 
the same number of votes, before a final delib¬ 
eration saw ‘Pegasus’ come out the winner. 

Four members of the public submitted the 
name as their preferred choice: Mrs Fear (Glas¬ 
tonbury), Poppy Holt (St. Dunstan’s School, 

Glastonbury), Mark Williams (Frome) and An¬ 
gela Andrews (Wincanton). All were extremely 
thrilled when they received a call from the 
charity informing them of the decision. Each 
will be invited to attend a formal naming cere¬ 
mony in January where the name will be un¬ 
veiled on the aircraft. 

Lord Lieutenant of Somerset Annie Maw said: 

“It was my absolute pleasure to be part of the 
judging panel which selected the name for our 
air ambulance. Nearly 16 years ago, I was res¬ 
cued from a fog bound Mendip and on that day 
the air ambulance team found me by locating 
the Cathedral in Wells, then following St 
Thomas Street out of town and up to the top of 
the hills where they hovered very low in the 
search for me. 

“We were miles away, in the middle of inac¬ 
cessible fields; Dorset and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance seemed to descend down in a shaft of 
sunshine. It was miraculous and something 
which I will never forget. It’s very possible that 
the team that day saved my life as I was getting 
pretty ill. Even if they didn’t prevent me from 
actually dying, they certainly protected me 
from having a higher level of paralysis by the 
way they moved me onto the stretcher and into 
the helicopter. 

“If it hadn’t been done by someone as experi¬ 
enced and capable as they were, more of my 
spinal cord would have been damaged and I 
might have ended up unable to use my arms 
and hands. I will always be undyingly grateful 
and it is my absolute pleasure to be one of the 
charity’s patrons. ‘Pegasus’ is a remarkable air¬ 
craft, which I know will help the team to do re¬ 
markable things.” 

Running alongside the naming competition 
was an art competition aimed at the charity’s 
younger audience and entries once again came

flooding in. Many local schools used the oppor¬ 
tunity for pupils to be creative during lessons, 
whilst others promoted the initiative and en¬ 
couraged youngsters to take part. The judges 
were enormously impressed by the quality and 
detail of the entries and found it extremely dif¬ 
ficult to single out the winners. 

Lord Lieutenant of Dorset Angus Campbell 
commented: “I knew that judging both the nam¬ 
ing and art competitions was not going to be 
easy, but it was even harder than I anticipated. 
There were a huge number of entries for the 
name of our splendid new helicopter and a 
large number of them were excellent. It was 
such a difficult and time consuming task to 
pick the best of the best. 

“Judging the art competition with its differ¬ 
ent categories was also a terrific challenge with 
such a huge amount of young talent on display. 
The artistic quality was excellent and we had 
to look long and hard to come to our decisions. 
I found it such a privilege to be involved and to 
be able to appreciate the work and imagination 
that had gone into the entries.”

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Co-op staff praised for raising 
awareness of domestic abuse

STAFF and management at the Co- 
Operative in Lyme Regis have 
been highly praised for raising 
awareness of domestic abuse and 
for signposting an urgent need for 
food at the refuge in West Dorset. 

From the beginning of November 
shoppers have been given the op¬ 
portunity to donate tinned and sta¬ 
ple, such as tea bags, pasta, rice 
and cereal, in a trolley near the 
tills, which will go directly to the 
West Dorset refuge and be given to 
the adults and children who des¬ 
perately need them, some of whom 
arrive with nothing more than the 
clothes they stand up in. 

Within the next few weeks, there 
will also be a leaflet in the box giv¬ 
ing details of local and national 
services available to help those 
who are suffering domestic abuse. 

Pete Gravell, the Co-Operative 
store manager, commented: “The 
issue of the food crisis at our local 
refuge has been championed by 
our staff members Elbe and Nicky 
and we're absolutely delighted to 
support it.” 

Lyme Regis resident Tracey 
West from Lyme Regis, as she’s the 
patron of the Women's Action Net¬ 
work Dorset (WAND), which has 
done great work supporting the 
women’s refuge over the years. 
She’s also a member of the more 
recently-formed Friends of Dorset 
Women’s Crisis and Information 
Centre, which does similar work 
and meets in Bridport once a 
month - they are currently seeking 
new members. 

Tracey said: “The donations 
from the Co-Op box will go a long 
way to helping survivors start to 
put their lives back together. 

“Domestic abuse is an abhorrent 
and completely unacceptable 
crime and when you're trapped in 
the thick of it, it's hard to know 
which way is up.” 

Domestic abuse can include - but 
is not limited to - psychological, 
emotional, physical, sexual and fi¬ 
nancial abuse. In 2015, the govern¬ 
ment recognised that controlling 
or coercive behaviour was yet an¬ 
other form of it and created a law 
that allows victims who experi¬ 
ence the type of behaviour that 


stops short of serious physical vi¬ 
olence, but amounts to extreme 
psychological and emotional 
abuse, to bring their perpetrators 
to justice. It carries a maximum of 
five years imprisonment, a fine, or 
both. 

Tracey added: “We are incredi¬ 
bly lucky to have a safe refuge 
here in West Dorset. Unfortu¬ 
nately, refuges aren’t government 
funded and their existence is al¬ 
most entirely dependent upon 
kind- hearted schemes like this 
one from the Co-Op, and from 
funds raised by volunteer groups 
like WAND and the Friends. 

“We cannot thank the team at the 
Co-Op enough for their support.” 

The Minister for Preventing 
Abuse and Exploitation, Karen 
Bradley said recently: “No one 
should live in fear of domestic 
abuse, which is why this govern¬ 
ment has made ending violence 
against women and girls a prior¬ 
ity. 

“We are sending a clear message 
that it is wrong to violate the trust 
of those closest to you and that 
emotional and controlling abuse 
will not be tolerated.” 

Referrals, prosecutions and the 
volume of convictions for domes¬ 
tic violence and abuse have risen 
to their highest ever levels and in 
2016 Dorset Police recorded 5,259 
domestic abuse crimes, an approx¬ 
imate 10 per cent increase on the 
previous year. From January to 
the end of April 2017, they 
recorded 1,630 domestic abuse 
crimes. 

Martyn Underhill, the Police and 
Crime Commissioner for Dorset 
said: “Protecting people at risk of 
harm and supporting victims are 
both key themes of my new Police 
and Crime Plan and this includes 
provision for victims of domestic 
abuse. It is an awful crime that has 
a tragic and long- standing impact 
on victims and families.” 

A spokesperson from his office 
also commented that the force con¬ 
tinues to provide training and 
raises awareness of domestic 
abuse offences with staff and offi¬ 
cers, including on the new coer¬ 
cive and controlling legislation, to 


ensure investigations are con¬ 
ducted as effectively as possible. 

Dorset Police also have specially- 
trained officers dedicated to inves¬ 
tigating domestic abuse offences 
and there’s a dedicated team who 
support those at high-risk. Figures 
for the first quarter of 2016 showed 
that out of all UK police forces, 
Dorset achieved the highest do¬ 
mestic abuse conviction rate in 
magistrate courts, at 87 per cent.

Coastguards warn fossil hunters 
not to climb cliffs after false alarm 


COASTGUARDS from Lyme Regis 
and West Bay were called out to 
search for a person who had pos¬ 
sible fallen from the cliffs at Black 
Ven, between Lyme Regis and 
Charmouth, on Sunday after¬ 
noon. 

A member of the public had 
called the coastguard after wit¬ 
nessing someone sliding down 
the side of the cliff before disap¬ 
pearing from view. 

Five officers from Lyme Regis at¬ 
tended the scene, supported by 
seven from West Bay. The officers 
were split into teams and 
searched the area from various 
vantage points to see if the pos¬ 
sible casualty could be located. 

With nothing untoward found, 
enquiries were made with fossil 
hunters who were thought to 
have been in the area at the time. 


It was found that a pair of fossil 
hunters were indeed on the 
upper cliff levels in the same area 
at the time of the report and So- 
lent Coastguard were updated. 

With no evidence or further re¬ 
ports of anyone being in distress, 
the teams were stood down by 
Solent Coastguard. 

Coastguards said: "We want to 
thank the vigilant member of the 
public for the call and the inci¬ 
dent was recorded as a false 
alarm with good intent. 

"We would strongly advise 
members of the public not to 
climb the cliffs looking for fossils 
as the cliffs may be unstable. 

"Cliff falls and mud slides can 
happen at any time and without 
warning. No fossil is worth risking 
your life!" 


Council brings forward £2,500 
of football club grant funding 


LYME Regis Town Council has 
agreed to bring forward £2,500 of its 
next grant payment to the football 
club, to cover the cost of work re¬ 
cently carried out to improve the 
clubhouse bar. 

The town council agreed to grant 
Lyme Regis Football Club £100,000 
over three years for improvements to 
the clubhouse and ground, including 
a kitchen extension, outside seating 
stand and an improved car park. 

The council made the final payment 
of the first £48,000 of the grant in Oc¬ 
tober, to cover costs of the new 
kitchen extension. The total cost of 
the new kitchen was £66,456 against a 
budget of £60,000 and the club said it 
would cover the remainder of the 
cost. 

However, it has since requested a 
further £2,500 be brought forward 
from future grant payments to cover 
works carried out to the bar area of 
the clubhouse at the same time. 

Speaking at last week’s full council 
meeting, Councillor Cheryl Reynolds 


questioned why the club did not re¬ 
tain any additional funds to cover the 
possibility of going over budget. 

Councillor Stephen Miller ex¬ 
pressed concern that the football club 
had gone “outside its grant agree¬ 
ment” by carrying out works to the 
bar, and said this could set a “danger¬ 
ous precedent” for future grants. 

However, the Mayor of Lyme Regis, 
Councillor Michaela Ellis, said the 
“precedent had already been set” as 
the council previously brought for¬ 
ward £15,000 of a future grant for the 
Marine Theatre to help the facility 
through a difficult financial period. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe added 
that the football club had raised “an 
awful lot of money” itself towards the 
project “in the spirit that we ask all 
recipients of our grants to become 
more self sufficient”. 

Councillors agreed to bring forward 
the £2,500 for the football club, which 
has to raise £12,000 a year itself to re¬ 
ceive its funding from the council.

Peter will present an historic map of 
Bermuda to the Mayor, Councillor Michaela

of the town who colonised Bermuda after 
shipwrecked off the islands. 

He will sign books in the interval when tea 
and coffee will be served. The book costs 
£12 and those who wish to buy a copy of the 
book on the night are asked to bring the 
exact cash if possible.

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Citizens Advice responds to problems with universal credit 


L OCAL offices of Citizens Advice have been 
preparing for months to cope with an in¬ 
flux of people likely to seek help when the 
controversial new universal credit system 
comes into force in this area. 

It is being introduced across the UK in stages 
and is planned to be implemented in West 
Dorset during December. 

Universal credit replaces six means-tested 
benefits which people currently qualify for if 
their income and savings are below a certain 
level. 

Citizens Advice has secured funding to take 
on two specialist caseworkers covering West 
Dorset and Weymouth and Portland for a year 
to support the work that is already being under¬ 
taken by local volunteers. 

Their role will be to focus on supporting 
claimants as they start receiving universal 
credit, and will aim to ensure they receive the 
full amount to which they are entitled. 

Advisers will also assist clients to apply for 
discretionary payments, charitable grants and 
emergency payments and will be able to identify 
where someone may need additional help with 
other issues, such as debt advice, disability ben¬ 
efit appeals and reducing their energy costs. 

During the summer Citizens Advice asked 
that the roll out of universal credit was paused 
until some significant problems with its imple¬ 
mentation had been sorted out and this cam¬ 
paign has played a major role in persuading the 
Government to make changes to the original 
proposals. 

The major worries identified by Citizens Ad¬ 
vice were that people would have to wait six 
weeks for their first payment without any in¬ 
come, the system is far too complicated and con¬ 
tacting the local benefits office often proves 
very difficult. 

David Gauke, the Secretary of State for Work 
and Pensions, has responded by ensuring that 


an advance payment will be offered after two 
weeks to anyone who needs it and paid within 
five working days. He also said that the helpline 
for universal credit will be made free and 
charges of up to 55p a minute for calls will be 
scrapped. 

He is to ensure that the line is switched to a 
freephone number and that all helplines would 
be free of charge by the end of the year. 

Gillian Guy, chief executive of Citizens Ad¬ 
vice, said last week: “It has been a really im¬ 
pressive few months for our campaign to fix the 
problems people are having with universal 
credit. In the last fortnight we’ve seen the Gov¬ 
ernment make two improvements that will 
make a real difference to the people we help.” 

She added: “We called for both changes in 
July, so this is a brilliant result for us. 

“However, there is more work to do to reduce 
how long people are waiting for their first pay¬ 
ment, and ensure people have the support they 
need when making a claim. 

“It is testament to the hard work of everyone 
involved that the Work and Pensions Secretary 
has asked us to help him and his officials to 
identify solutions to these problems. I am hope¬ 
ful that we will see more concessions in the 
coming weeks.” 

Ms Guy said the campaign had been a “shin¬ 
ing example” of what can be achieved when 
local branches of Citizens Advice work together 
and demonstrate that the organisation has a 
“credible and authoritative voice.” 

The Citizens Advice office in Bridport is open 
on any weekday from 10am to 3pm and anyone 
is welcome to attend. The advice offered is free, 
confidential and impartial. 

Sessions also take place at St Michael’s Busi¬ 
ness Centre in Lyme Regis from 10am to 3pm on 
Wednesdays and at the Yarn Barton Centre 
in Beaminster on Thursdays from 12.30pm to 
3pm. 
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Lyme stonemason scoops silver medal at 
World Skills competition in Abu Dhabi 


IT’S back to business as usual for 
award-winning stonemason Archie 
Stoke-Faiers, of Lyme Stone at The 
Town Mill in Lyme Regis, after an ex¬ 
traordinary few weeks. 

Former Woodroffe School pupil and 
Uplyme resident Archie, 22, has re¬ 
cently returned to work after a trip to 
Abu Dhabi, UAE, where he competed 
as part of the 34-strong, 30-skill Team 
UK at the World Skills competition. 

The contest, in its 44th year, was the 
biggest ever international vocational 
skills competition, with 1,250 competi¬ 
tors from 58 countries competing in 51 
skills from sectors such as construc¬ 
tion, engineering, IT and creative arts 


and fashion. The event was visited by 
more than 100,000 people. 

Having triumphed through regional 
heats, a national final, a Team UK se¬ 
lection process and months of inten¬ 
sive training, 34 young apprentices, 
or former apprentices, took part in 
the four-day competition. 

Archie was awarded the silver 
medallion of excellence, beaten by a 
mere six points by his nearest rival, 
from Brazil. 

Following extensive interviews with 
international media, including an ap¬ 
pearance on BBC Breakfast, Archie is 
happy to return home and celebrate 
his achievement. 

Team UK picked up no less 
than 20 medals, including one 
gold, three silver, three bronze 
and 13 medallions of excellence, 
at a spectacular closing cere¬ 
mony in front of 15,000 people 
and the at the ad Du Arena. 

The team finished 10th in the 
medals table ahead of Germany 
and was the smallest team to 
make the global top 10. 

This year’s competition was 
seen by many as a litmus test for 
the nation’s ability to cope when 
the free movement of skilled 
labour is withdrawn in 2019. 

Dr Neil Bentley, CEO of World- 
Skills UK said: “These young 
people have done the nation 
proud. If we celebrate Team 



UK’s success and use it to inspire oth¬ 
ers to follow in their footsteps - the fu¬ 
ture of the UK is in safe hands.” 

Minister of State for Apprentice¬ 
ships and Skills, Anne Milton MP, 
who visited the competition to sup¬ 
port WorldSkills UK and the team, 
called upon parents to take note of the 
results saying: “I have been blown 
away by Team UK. They have done 
fantastically well - this is the UK com¬ 
peting on the World stage for skills 
and achieving great things. 

“There will be huge celebrations 
when they come home. To get to this 
level is brilliant. 

“There is a message here for parents 
- university is not the only option - 
the opportunities are boundless if 
they overcome any bias that they 
might have. We must ensure that the 
young apprentices here become an in¬ 
spiration to others. 

“WorldSkills UK is doing a fantastic 
job supporting these young people - 
with thousands of hours of input. We 
need to put all that they are doing - the 
ethos of this competition, the spirit of 
these apprentices- into a bottle and 
sprinkle it across the UK.”

Weymouth’s North Quay 
to become ’vibrant hub’ 


THE redevelopment of a disused 
council building in Weymouth's 
North Quay was brought to an abrupt 
halt recently after developer Acorn 
South failed to pay its bill. 

The company had planned to con¬ 
vert the offices into flats. However, 
leader of Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council Jeff Cant said every 
cloud has a silver lining and that the 
council is using the blow to re-evalu¬ 
ate what's really important to the 
town: 

"I'm very adamant that we're not 
going to go for profit maximisation in 
the council at the moment. What we 
want is legacy sites that will add 
value to the town and its economy for 
the future. With blocks of flats you're 


going to get nothing but what they 
are - nobody will go there except the 
residents who live there. 

"So we're asking for more detailed 
architects' proposals to look at a 
mixed site with shops, offices and 
cafes. In order for the town to become 
a more modern, more vibrant, all¬ 
year-round destination, we need to 
create more buzz around the harbour 
and around the sea-front. This won't 
happen if we allow masses of four or 
five storey bland flats to be developed 
there. So, whilst there is residential 
going up around the harbour, our 
focus at the moment is creating vi¬ 
brant businesses and places for peo¬ 
ple to come and park their car and 
have a coffee and wander around the 


harbourside." 

Mr Cant said he wants it to comple¬ 
ment the plans for Weymouth's 
peninsula, which will reflect the true 
nature of the town. 

"We took out all the ideas of blocks 
of flats very expensive flats, which 
would probably have been for people 
who live in other parts of the country 
and travel down. Instead, we're hav¬ 
ing lots of leisure sites like indoor 
surfing and rock climbing; a couple of 
boutique hotels; a fisherman's area 
and an artists' area, so it's really 
going to become very much a part of 
the economic community of Wey¬ 
mouth. We want to do something 
complementary to this on the old 
council site." 


Marking a special birthday this week 


A Dorset charity marked how far 
they have come this week by celebrat¬ 
ing the 100th birthday of their 
founder member. 

Phyllis Edwards’ first child Marilyn 
was born in 1948 with cerebral palsy. 
It took two years for her to be diag¬ 
nosed, only for doctors to tell her 
mother there was no other option but 
to send Marilyn away. 

However Phyllis was determined 
that more could be done and despite 
many setbacks she sent two letters to 
the Bournemouth Echo, with the sec¬ 
ond one receiving nine responses. 

Two months later, a group was 
formed with the intention of provid¬ 
ing better opportunities for children 
with physical and learning disabili¬ 
ties. 

This was the beginning of the 
Dorset charity that is now called Di¬ 
verse Abilities. Within one year the 
first centre opened in Bournemouth 
and, in 1957, the society was regis¬ 
tered as a charity. From then on, the 
charity grew and developed to offer 
more services to more people. 

Ashley Weedon, fundraising man¬ 
ager at Diverse Abilities, said: "Just 
imagine having a child and being 
told, there is no other option but to 
send them away. 

"We are so thankful to Phyllis and 
her determination to succeed." 

Diverse Abilities now supports 
more than 2,000 local people through 
a wide range of services. 

One person who benefits from the 
services is Andrea Lennox-Gordon’s 
daughter Victoria.

CONTINUING our regular series 
commemorating the 100th anniver¬ 
saries of the deaths of all men from 
Lyme Regis and the surrounding 
areas who died in the First World 
War, we remember Ernest Case and 
Harold Munro Emmett. With thanks 
to Vernon Rattenbury from the Royal 
British Legion for the research. 

ERNEST CASE 
Gunner, 142nd Heavy Battery, 
Royal Garrison Artillery 
Service No. 338681 
Born 1892 in Lyme Regis and 
died November 8th 1917 in 
Passchendaele, Belgium 
Ernest Case enlisted in the Royal 
Garrison Artillery at Sherborne, 
and his battery arrived in France on 
March 21st 1916. It was then at Kem- 
mel Hill, Flanders for the next four 
months. 

In July 1916 the battery arrived 
near Albert on the Somme. It re¬ 
mained on the Somme for eight 
months taking part in the capture of 
Thiepval, Courcelette, Martinpuich, 
Grandcourt, Miramount, Pys, Irles, 
Puisieux-au-Mont, Le Sars, Achiet- 
le-Petit, Gueudecourt and finally Ba- 
paume. They left the Somme in 
March 1917 and moved to St Eloi in 
front of Vimy Ridge. 

On August 29th 1917 they moved 
by train, via Arras, and took over 
the positions of the l/2nd Battalion, 
Lancashire Regiment, then later 
moved to a position along the 
Pilkem Road, and then to Kitch¬ 
ener’s Wood where they remained 
until March 1918. 

Ernest died of his wounds. The son 


of Alfred Case of 26 Church Street, 
Lyme Regis, and husband of 
Adelinde Case (nee March), he is 
buried in Dozinghem Military 
Cemetery, Belgium, plot XIV.B.8. 
and commemorated on the Lyme 
Regis war memorials. 

HAROLD MUNRO EMMETT 
Gunner, 65th Siege Battery, 
Royal Garrison Artillery 
Service No. 43267 
Born October 29th 1885 in Lyme 

Regis and died November 9th 
1917 in Wimereux, France 
Harold Emmett enlisted in the Royal 
Garrison Artillery at Lyme Regis. 

The right section of 65th Siege Bat¬ 
tery went out to France on January 
19th 1916 armed with one 12” How¬ 
itzer, Road Mounted. The left sec¬ 
tion went to France on February 5th 
1916 armed the with the same. 

These two 12” Road Howitzers 
were condemned in December 1916 
and February 1917, with two re¬ 
placement 12” MK VIBL Howitzers 
(Vickers) arriving at the railhead on 
March 23rd 1917. 

After a period of leave in Lyme, 
Harold returned to the front and 
died from kidney failure at 
Wimereux Military Hospital. The 
son of George and Flora Emmett, 
and husband of Lily Emmett (nee 
Edwards), of 11 Mill Green, Lyme 
Regis, he is buried in Wimereux 
Communal Cemetery, France, plot 
VI.G.16 and commemorated on the 
Lyme Regis war memorials.

HOW TO BRIGHTEN YOUR GARDEN WITH BERRIES AND FEED THE BIRDS AT THE SAME TIME

AS AUTUMN leaves fall and the days become shorter, many gardens are plunged into gloom. One saving grace is 
berries - from reds and oranges to blacks - which brighten up the often colour-free winter garden, and provide vital 
food for birds. Many of them stand bold against evergreen leaves, providing an impressive display of contrast. 


• Rosehips last through winter 

Berries, or hips, are a must for anyone 
who wants colour in their garden in the 
coldest months. And the first place to look 
is roses, some of which produce 
wonderful hips such as Rosa 
'Scharlachglut' and Rosa x jacksonii 'Max 
Graf', which both produce a profusion of 
red hips. 

Bright orange and red hues also come 
from Rosa moyesii, while darker hips, 
ranging from a deep chocolate colour to 
black, come from the burnet roses, Rosa 
pimpinellifolia. 

When you are buying roses, do 
remember that not all of them produce 
hips, so you need to ask at your garden 
centre. 



• Keep it low-maintenance 

Other common berry-producers include 
the easy-to-grow, low-maintenance 
cotoneaster, which provides a wealth of 
colour in winter. Its nutritious berries are 
feasted on by blackbirds, waxwings and 
thrushes. 

Big-berried varieties include C 
microphyllus - the berries are as big as the 
leaves - which look even better if the frost 
clings to them, while C lacteus red berries 
will endure the harshest winter and C 
Rothschildianus produces bright yellow 
berries. 

• Check plant gender for berry 
success 

Although holly berries are often ripe by 
autumn, birds such as song thrushes, 
blackbirds, fieldfares and redwings don't 
usually feed on them until late winter. 

Many gardeners complain that their 
shrubs do not produce berries, and this is 
likely to be a problem of gender rather 
than any disease or weakness in the plant. 

Most varieties of holly, for instance, carry 
the male and female flowers on separate 
plants, so one of each is required for

fertilisation to take place. 

To pollinate, the female has to have a 
male nearby. Many of the variegated 
cultivars are male and will never bear 
berries - and some of the names are 
misleading, such as 'Golden Queen', 
which is a male, while 'Golden King' and 
'Indian Chief' are both female. 

But there are varieties that are self-fertile, 
with male and female flowers, where one 
plant is therefore capable of producing 
berries. 

• Display skimmias 

Another wonderful shrub producing 
berries in autumn and winter is Skimmia 
japonica, but that also needs both male 
and female plants to produce its vibrant 
red berries, apart from the hermaphrodite 
S. japonica ssp. reevesiana, which has 
both male and female parts. 

For a fabulous display of purple fruits, 
you need to grow a male variety near 
Gaultheria mucronata 'Stag River'. 

Others which require a male to pollinate 
the fruit-bearing female include sea 
buckthorn (Hippophae rhamnoides), 
Aucuba japonica and Viburnum davidii.

Unusual finds you may come across this Autumn

• Earthstars (Geastrum triplex) 

Kicking up leaves this autumn? You 
might find these strange flower-like 
fungi which grow on dead organic 
matter, and are often found in the leaf 
litter beneath conifers and deciduous 
trees. These fascinating fruiting bodies 
emerge during autumn when their 
bulbous outer casing folds out like the 
petals of a flower, creating a star effect. 




• Kippered carrots 


Some pretty strange-shaped root veg 
come out of the ground at this time of 
year. Indeed, carrots can appear to have 
fangs, be split, curled, inter-twined or 
best of all 'kippered' - opened out and 
flattened like a kipper. 

Much damage, especially kippering, is 
down to a virus infection, but other 
distortion is due to damage to the tender 
tip of the young root because of contact 
with stones, damage from hoeing or 
weeding, or by microscopic worms 
called root-knot nematodes (there are 
many forms of nematode). Weird 
carrots, although unsightly to some, can 
of course still be eaten.

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Dorset Police officer dismissed 
after misconduct hearing 


A DORSET Police officer has 
been dismissed following a 
misconduct hearing. 

Police Constable Kenneth 
Walmsley appeared at a mis¬ 
conduct hearing on Wednes¬ 
day, November 1st after 
admitting using a police pool 
car for personal use and im¬ 
properly using the police com¬ 
puter information system. 

The panel found that the offi¬ 
cer had breached the stan¬ 
dards of professional 
behaviour for police relating to 
orders and instructions, confi¬ 
dentiality, discreditable con¬ 
duct and honesty and integrity. 

The panel concluded that the 
breaches of the professional 
standards amounted to gross 
misconduct and that taken to¬ 
gether they were so serious 
that the necessary disciplinary 
outcome was immediate dis¬ 
missal without notice. 

The hearing was told that PC 
Walmsley, who has been em¬ 
ployed by the force since 2001, 
was working at Winfrith with 
the Disclosure and Barring Ser¬ 
vice when he used a police 
pool car for personal use on a 
number of occasions between 
March 23rd 2016 and January 
23rd 2017. He also used a po¬ 
lice fuel card to refuel the vehi¬ 
cle. The hearing was told that 
PC Walmsley had since repaid 
all the money that was charged 
to the fuel card. 

PC Walmsley also admitted 
searching for information relat¬ 


ing to family members on the 
Dorset Police computer infor¬ 
mation system, which is a 
breach of force policy. He did 
not disclose the information he 
obtained from the searches to 
anybody else. 

The hearing panel was 
chaired by an independent 
legally qualified chair Mr Ian 
Taylor. 

Following the hearing. 
Deputy Chief Constable James 
Vaughan said: "Police officers 
have to adhere to the highest 
standards of both professional 
and personal behaviour. 

"Members of the public quite 
rightly expect the core value of 
honesty and integrity to be up¬ 
held and demonstrated by offi¬ 
cers within the police service. 
By abiding to this standard, of¬ 
ficers gain and maintain the 
trust of the public, which is es¬ 
sential to policing our local 
communities. 

"I recognise that PC Walms¬ 
ley served Dorset Police for 
more than 15 years prior to 
these incidents and showed re¬ 
morse for his actions, which he 
fully admitted. However, it re¬ 
mains the case that his be¬ 
haviour saw him fall below the 
standard expected of officers 
and took place over a period of 
several months. 

"I agree with the panel's view 
that it would be untenable that 
an officer who has behaved in 
this way can continue to hold a 
position within the force." 


Secretary of State signals his support 
for restructuring of local government 


THE Secretary of State, the Rt 
Hon Sajid Javid MP, has an¬ 
nounced he is ‘minded to im¬ 
plement’, subject to 
Parliamentary approval, the 
proposal for restructuring 
local government in Dorset. 

Six of the county's authori¬ 
ties voted to support the pro¬ 
posal but it was opposed by 
councillors in Christchurch, 
Purbeck and East Dorset. 

The new structure, aimed at 
saving £108m over six years, 
would come into effect in 
April 2019. 

Under the plans, Dorset 
County Council would cease 
to exist and Bournemouth, 
Poole and 

Christchurch 
would merge. 

The second 
council would 
be formed 
from East 
Dorset, 

North Dorset, ^ 

Purbeck, 

Weymouth & 

Portland and 
West Dorset. 

The reor- 



was proposed after it emerged 
the authorities had to make 
£200m of savings by 2019. 

An eight-week consultation 
held in 2016 found residents 
"overwhelmingly" supported 
the plans. 

A joint statement from 
councillors in Dorset, 
Bournemouth, Poole, Wey¬ 
mouth, North Dorset and 
West Dorset said "the scale of 
the task cannot be underesti¬ 
mated" but it would be "far 
outweighed by the scale of the 
prize". 

Two joint committees for the 
new council areas have al¬ 
ready been set up to agree 
how assets are shared and 
how senior staff will be ap¬ 
pointed. The change 
would probably lead to 
councillor roles being 
cut from 331 to about 
180, and the loss of 
about 450, mainly se¬ 
nior, council jobs. 

Christchurch 
council leader 
David Flagg said the 
authority intended 
to make representa¬ 
tion to the Secretary of 
State.

David McIntosh, chief exec¬ 
utive of Christchurch & East 
Dorset councils, said both au¬ 
thorities would consider mak¬ 
ing their own representations. 

Councillor Gary Suttle, 
Leader of Purbeck District

2017, Purbeck District Council 


voted against the proposal 
and this position has not 
changed. Following today’s 
announcement by the Secre¬ 
tary of State, we will consider 
the implications for our resi¬ 
dents and may make further 
representations during the 
consultation period.” 


First direct entry candidate

Julie Howe, pictured, is the 
first personto join the Dorset 
Police Force through their 
Direct Entry programme. 

The programme is de¬ 
signed to allow candidates 
from outside policing to join 
the service at certain ranks. 
The force says that this of¬ 
fers the opportunity to 
widen the talent pool and 
bring in people from a di¬ 
verse range of backgrounds. 

Prior to starting with 
Dorset Police Ms Howe was 
a qualified social worker, 
working for the Children 
and Family Court Advisory 
and Support Service (CAF- 
CASS) for almost seven 
years. 

A spokesperson said: 
“Julie will now begin a 24 
month training programme 
to develop her into a highly 



competent uniformed in¬ 
spector. Her training will 
fast track her through the 
ranks from constable to in¬ 
spector under the guidance 
of an experienced work 
based coach.”
